The number of Loan Funds in 1879 on Board's Register was 81, being the same number 
as in the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Hoard 
in 1879 amounted to £470,398 ; it foil short of that of the preceding rear bv the sum of 
£21,465. 



The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1879 amounted to £135,994; it fell short 
of that of the preceding year by the sum of £638. 

The number of loans made in 1879 was 96,341 ; it fell short of that of the preceding 
year by 2,497. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1879, at 2d. each, was 95,400 ; it fell short 
of that of the preceeding year by 7,300. 

The produce of the sale of Notes in 1879 was £795 ; showing a decrease, as compared 
with that of 187S, of £60 16 s. 8<f. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1879 by the Board, at Is. each, was 147; the 
produce of the sale of which was £7 7s. There was a decrease in the number sold, as 
compared with 1878, of 12, and in the produce of the sale, of 12s. 

The Gross Profits derived from Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1879, amounted to £15,397 3s. 9c/.; they fell short of the amount 
derived from the same sources iu 1878 by £51 17s. 3cZ. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1879 was £4,315 11s. 4d . ; 
showing an increase, as compared with the same item in 1878, of £203 Is. 5 d. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1879, was £1,393 Is. 6d . ; showing an increase of such grants 
in that year, as compared with 1878, of £85 16s. 

The Board’s Income in 1879, derived from ordinary sources of Revenue, was —

The Ordinary Income of 1879 fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of 
£61 8s. 5 d. 

The Board’s Expenditure iu 1879 was £809 12s. lid . ; it was less than that of 1878 by 
the sum of £23 12s. 5 d. 

The total Income from above-mentioned sources being . £900 12 2 

The total Expenditure ....... 809 12 11 

Exeess of Income over Expenditure, . . £90 19 3 

The Balance in Bank on 1st January, 1880, to Board’s credit, amounted to £678 9s. Id. 

It is to be observed that the decrease in Board’s income necessarily follows the decrease 
in the operations of Loan Funds for many years past, and especially from the effects of 
the great famine which dates from the year 1845.

The total amount of Loan Fund Circulation throughout Ireland in 1843, when the 
Loan Fund Act, 6 and 7 Vic., cap. 91, came into operation, was £1,681,841. 

In the year 1847, from the effects of the great famine in the intermediate years, the 
circulation had fallen to £867,115 ; and that vast falling off is mainly to be attributed to 
the mortality and emigration of that period. 

For upwards of a quarter of a century from the date referred to, the falling off in the 
circulation of Loan Funds has continued to decrease, and in 1879 had fallen to its 
minimum amount, £470,398. 

This very large decrease for some years past may be attributed partly to alteration for 
the better in the circumstances of that portion of the industrial and agricultural poor of 
Ireland, which constituted the borrower class of Loan Funds ; it must, however, be 
largely ascribed to the practice which has been adopted by the Branch Banks throughout 
the country to a considerable extent of issuing loans so low as £10, and even £5, to 
borrowers of the class of small farmers and dealers on a small scale, who could only 
heretofore get loans of such small amounts from Loan Funds. 

The continued decrease in the income of the Board for several years past having 
induced the Commissioners to call the attention of Government to the fact, and the result 
of inquiries by the Board of the several Managers of Loan Funds throughout the country 
having led to the adoption of the alteration made in the price charged for Promissory 
Note forms, the introduction of an amended Act of Parliament, 35 and 36 Viet., Chap. 17, 
date 27 Juue, 1872, was determined on, whereby the price of said notes was raised from 
Id. to 2d. each.
